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SPECIAL FEATURE 


HE prospects for to-day’s Show at Sligo 
are excellent, and there is every 
justification for the belief that it will be 
a record event in many ways. Already 
records have been broken; for the entries 
show increases in all departments, the 
aggregate increases being over 400 as com- 
pared with last year. 

This Show has become one of the greatest 
events of its kind in Ireland, and in the 
West it has no peer. In common with 
other Irish Shows it pdssesses a very 
popular feature in the annual horse jump- 
ing and riding competitions, and the pro- 
gramme to be_ presented this afternoon 
will, it is believed, be quite exceptional. 
The Free State Department of Defence 
has promised to send down some of its 
leading representatives, and the presence 
of these military jumpers is certain to draw 
a large crowd to the enclosure. In the last 
two years the attendance at the horse 
jumping competitions was in the vicinity 
of 8,000 each year, but if the weather is 
at all favourable this afternoon 10,000 may 
be present. 

The military jumpers will not, however, 
be the only equestrian attraction. Sligo is 
a county with a reputation for hunting. 
It possesses three packs of hounds, and 
there is a great deal of local rivalry. In 
the circumstances the jumping and riding 
events are always EN ugg sl with a great 
deal of enthusiasm. The spectators are 
quick to appreciate a good piece of riding 
—skill in the horseman or merit ift the 
horse. 


CONTINUED PROGRESS 


The greatest period of progress of the 
Sligo Show has been in the last four years. 
The live-stock sections have during that 
time shown a steady increase in the 
numbers of entries, and this year they are 
double what they were three decades ago. 
Other departments show increases as 
notable. 

In the old days the best of the live-stock 


lon exhibition at the Show was half-bred. 


To-day only pure-bred cattle will be on 
show. Like the quantity, the quality of 
the Show has improved, being now far 
ahead of anything seen in the years before 
the Free State was established.

strated to a number of Dublin business mea 
and manufacturers by Mr. J. Veitch Wilson, 
managing director of the Thirlwell (Patent) 
Sling Lock and! Engineering Co., Lid., at 
the Dublin Dockyard Company yesterday 
afternoon. 

Lifting devices play a very important part 
in railway, locomotive and carriage and 
wagon shops, in goods dépots and ware 
houses, and wherever goods and materials 
have to be transferred from one point to 
another, mainly at different levels. The most 
simple of all devices, the rope sling, is not 
satisfactory; for the rope is thus subject to 
heavy friction, leading to rapid wear, while 
there is the chance of slipping and other 
risks. With a view to obviating defects, 
there has been introduced a patented device 
known as the Thirlwell sling lock, and with 
this Mr. Wilson yesterday gave his interest- 
ing demonstration. 


SAFETY AND ECONOMY 


The Thirlwell sling lock is an ingenious, 
but simple, device, and exceedingly easy to 
use. It is just as effective with unbalanced 
as balanced loads, and removes such diffi- 
culties as the kinking of the rope and the 
swinging of the rope relatively to the sling 
lock. Experience has shown that the device 
can be relied upon for safety, rope economy, 
and easy handling, and for fitting or tighten- 
ing round the load automatically, whilst it 
is adaptable to the lifting of almost any 
object, whether comprised of a solid piece or 
made up of a number of separate items, such 
as pipes, girders or planks, which are held 
secirely together in one lift. It can be fixed 
or freed from the burden in a moment, and 
not, as usual, from the crane hook. 

With the Thirlwell device the tendency for 
the burden to slip is at once obviated, as 
a lever action brings the buttresses into 
action and tightens the sling. The device is 
made for use with wire ropes in a range 
offering capacities from half a ton to five 
tons, and in addition is manufactured in a 
separate form for use with chains or Manilla 
ropes. In the chain model it is the only 
device ag a constant factor of safety. 
enabling the load to be fitted or tightened 
to the degree of a link, and not link-to-link, 
ag is the usual practice. 


WITH WIRE ROPE 


In yesterday's demonstration the lock was 
used for various lifts. At first it was used 
for lifting a bundle of ste] girders by means 
of a chain, then the lock with a wire rope 
was used for lifting a steel stanchion, 

It could be seen that the part of the 
chain or rope immediately around the burden 
automatically tightened and remained in 
position, so that it was impossible for the 
load to slip. Even attempts made to dis- 
arrange the bundle of girders were ineffec- 
tive. Another demonstration was carried out 
with a lighter burden with the same success- 
fu] result. All the loads were extremely 
awkward to handle and «<emonstrated the 
great usefulness of the device. Not only 
were the loads lifted with perfect safety, but 
they were landed as well with the same lack 
of risk. Immediately the burden reached the 
ground the rope automatically slackened, and 
so it was possible to remove the sling in the 
minimum of time. 


STATUTORY REQUIREMENTS 


The device is designed to meet the require- 
ments of the Home Office and the Board of 
Trade in Engiand, and the m imufacturers have 
received a lot of help from the National 
“Safety First” Association of England, which 
is extremely interested in it. The device is 
manufactured by the Thirlwell (Patent) Sling 
Lock and Engineering Co., Ltd., of Union 
Chambers, 41 Grainger ‘street, Newcastle-on- 
Tyne, and the Irish representative ofthe firm 
is 8. W. Carty, A.M.LE.E., of 6 Nassau 
street, Dublin.

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GOOD CORK CROPS

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The judging in the wheat competition pro- 
moted b í áin lé Chemical Industries, Ltd., 
for the Ber field of wheat of not less than 
two acres in the Counties of Cork or Water- 
ford has now been completed, and a report 
received from the judge, Mr. D. O'Connell, 
B.Sc., A.R.C.S.1., Killarney, states—‘' The 
number of entries was twenty-nine. Of these 
twenty were in Cork and nine in Waterford. 
In one case, owing to insufficient address, it 
was not possible to locate the holding. The 
varieties entered in the competition were: 
Queen Wilhelmina, 22; Square Head Master, 
4; Million IIL, 1; Red Marvel, 1; April 
Red, 1. 

‘*Queen Wilhelmina appears to be the 
popular and most suitable variety in the 
districts visited, but little fault could be 
found with the other varieties in the com- 
petition. The crops entered were grown in 
almost all places in the rotation—after hay 
and grass, roots (principally beet), and m 
some cases alter lea wheat or oats. 

“Generally the crops were of a high stan- 
dard, and, considering the unfavourable 
weather and soil conditions during the winter 
and spring, might be classed as very good, 
indeed, Some of the crops in lea were out- 
standing, while the crops after lea wheat or 
oats were also good. Some very good crops 
were also to be found in what might be con- 
sidered the poorer districts, where the grow- 
ing of wheat might not be considered an 
economical proposition. 

‘The crops generally were clean, and as a 
rule almost entirely free from weeds of an 
injtrious nature and from disease. In practi- 
cally all cases the @eed was dressed with one 
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of the recognised powder dressings. There 
was little or no damage from lodging. 
‘‘ Prize-winners, with the total marks

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—I trust that you will be so kind as to 
allow me a little of your space to bring to 
the notice of Irishmen a matter which is, in 
my opinion, of vital importance. 

I cannot refrain any longer from sending 
this word of warning to Irishmen who are 
contemplating emigrating to London to make 
their fortunes. Probably, it is not realised 
in Ireland the tragedy that is taking place 
in the lives and homes of simple Imshmen 
and their families, especially these of the 
farm labouring class, wlio, day after day, 
leave home, kindred and 4fafety for the 
mythical fortunes of the far-off fields, 

Hardly a day passes but I meet some un- 
fortunate Irishman, who has probably heard 
of ome success out of the hundréds of 
thousands of failures, who has cast aside the 
pitehfork and rake which gave him food to 
come to London to pick up the gold off 
the streets, only to find himself lining up 
with London's derelicts, 
aod starving. 

Only yesterday I met an Irish farm labourer, 
unable to read or write, but who could make 
& reasonably comfortable living at labouring 
work at home. He heard of the fortune 
which awaited him in London, saved his fare, 
and brought his wife and four helpless 
kiddies , . . to starvation and misery, 
and ultimately to a public institution, where 
he shall stay as a pauper unless he gets a 
helping hand out. 

ndon is not Ballymacdooley; it is not 
the little town where you can step across the 
street to your work, where you are sur- 
rounded with friends, and where the whole 
pulation will turn out to help Mrs. McCarthy 
ecause she is going to have a baby. It is 
one vast mass of struggling, sweating, imper- 
sonal humanity, who swirl along about their 
business not caring a dam about the down- 
and-out who has dropped dead in the gutter 
from hunger. They may stop and gape out 
of idle or morbid curiosity, then pass on and 
forget about it as they sip their morning 
coffee, 

There are hundreds of thousands of Lon- 
doners out of work: Irish immigrants cannot 
expect to get preference over these—and do 
not. , When Irishmen come over here they 
must realise that London owes them nothing. 
Ireland is their own country, and at least they 
have a claim to a livelihood in it, For 
heaven’s sake, let them stay in Ireland, and 
devote their abilities to their own country, 
even if it is only swinging a pick. At least 
they will not go hungry, and they will find a 
roof to shelter them. 

As for Irish girls, it would probably amaze 
most Irish people to hear that nearly the 
highest percentege of unmarried mothers in 
London is to be found among Irish girla. 
Young girls come over here to take up 
apparently good posts as maids, and such like, 
but very quickly the freedom and the absence 
of convention go te their heads; their morals 
go to the wind, their religion becomes the 
subject of deriston, and sooner or later they 
fin themselves in a _ public institution, 
pregnant to an unknown father—if they have 
not already been picked up by white slave 
traffickers and turned into prostitutes. 

The average Irish mind is simple and trust- 
ing ; it is accustomed to sincerity, friendliness, 
hospitality and inherent codes of its own. ' It 
does not want anything else but these things, 
it does not anticipate anything else; but it 
gets a very severe jolt when it comes up 
against the hard, shallow, unscrupulousness 
and selfish friendliness of London. 
| My spare time is very valuable to me; but, 
i if the time which I have devoted to this 
letter helps to save even one potential 
emigrant from the misery and unhappiness 
which I have seen, I shall be amply repaid, 
and I sincerely hope that others more eminent 
than I will follow this lead, and try to show 
that the far-off fields are not green. |

ARMY RISING IN 
MOSUL 


TROUBLE ENDS AS 
CABINET RESIGNS

Frou Revrer’s ConRESPONDENT, 
| BAGHDAD, Tuesday. 

News of a two-day military. insurrection 
in Mesul, Iraq’s rich oilfield region, in 
which important British interests are in- 
volved, was received to-day, simultancously 
with the formation of a new Cabinet in 
this capital. 3 

It is stated that the trouble 
ended and all is quiet in Mesul. 

It appears to have started with the 
assassination of General Bekir Sidki, 
Chief of the Iraqi General Staff and re- 
puted ‘‘strong man ” of Iraq, at Mosul 
Airport a week ago. The man who killed 
Kekir Sidki, and his companion, Air Force 
Major Muhammed Ali Jawad, was a 
soldier. Jt became known that the 
Government planned to transfer a number 
of officers from the Mosul area to Baghdad 
for trial on charges of complicity m the 
murders. 

For two days Mosul was under a mili- 
tary régime. The officer commanding the 
troops in the Mosu! area refused to carry 
out the Government order to arrest the 
suspected officers. He replied that any 
attempt to comply with such an order 
would cause a mutiny among the regi- 
ments. Instead, he issued a proclamation 
in the local Press stating that he had 
severed communications with the Baghdad 
Government and taken over responsibility 
for local administration. Thereupon the 
military occupied the offices of the local 
civil administration. 

When the commanding officer heard of 
Premier Suleiman’s resignation he imme- 
diately gave orders for the restoration of 
the Government offices to the usual 
occupants. 

The situation is not yet entirely clari- 
fied, but it is hoped that the new Cabinet, 
which contains several inflnential Minis 
ters, will be able to cope with an awkward 
situation. 

The resignation of the old Cabinet was 
officially confirmed here to-day. The new 

Ministry is headed by Senator Gemil el 
| Madfai, who also becomes Minister of 
| Defence.

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~ INSURGENTS 
PUSH ON 
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ADVANCE AT 
SANTANDER 


HE insurgent advance on the 
Santander Front is proceeding 
slowly, but surely, according to 
despatches received in Paris from the 
correspondent of the Havas Agency 
at Reinosa, captured from the 
Government troops on Monday, says 
a Reuter telegram. 

Tanks in groups of three are pro- 
ceeding without opposition across the 
hillsides, while artillery and aviation 
are keeping up a brisk bombardment, 
At nine yesterday morning the van- 
guard was stated to have reached 
Santiurde, a few miles along the road 
from Reinosa. 

The insurgent forces are now cne and a 
half miles to the north of Reinosa, accord- 
ing to an announcement by the Insurgent 
Oviedo Radio Station, and dominate four 
and a half miles of the main Santander 
roal from the Sierra de Hijar on the 
west, says a Reuter Hendaye telegram. 

The main railway line to Madrid has 
been dynamited by the retreating Govern- 
ment troops. 

The official Salamanca communiqué gives 
the names of twelve villages and a number 
of lofty peaks captured in the Reinosa 
sector. 


ITALIANS 


Further to the east the columns operat- 
ing up the Burgos-Santander road, under- 
stood to be Italians of the “ Black Arrow” 
Brigades, and described by the Salamarica 
bulletin as “ Legionaries,’’ have occupied 
(Cuatro Caminos, a cros-roads north of 
Virtus, on the way to Corconte. 

Insurgent tactics consist in surrounding 
the local centres of resistance, which are 
later mopped up with the aid of tanks and 
machine-guns. The Government counter- 
attacks lack cohesion, and Monday’s 
prisoners exceed 1,300. 

The precipitancy of the Republican 
flight from Reinosa is exemplified by the 
fact that they did not destroy the arms 
foundry, most machinery being intact and 
the turbines untouched. 

More than 100,000 shells in the 
cellars should have been exploded, 
since a large charge of dynamite con- 
nected with a fuse leading outside the 
building was found, but apparently 
‘the sapper in charge of the operation 
fled before lighting it.

HE Irish Academy of Letters last 
night gave a dinner in honour 
of Dr. Patrick MacCartan in the 
Dolphin Hotel. Dublin. Reference 
to the work of Dr. MacCartan in the 
‘“sniritual movement to save the 
soul of Ireland ’’ was made by Mr. 
Denis MeCullough, who proposed the 
toast of “ Our Guests,’’ while Mr. 
W. B. Yeats, who seconded, spoke of 
a gift to himself from certain wealthy 
Irish-Americans, and of the money 
collected in America, mainly through 
Dr. MacCartan, to help the Academy 
of Letters. 


KING GEORGE V. AND THE 
LANE PICTURES 


In the course of his speech Mr. Yeats 
made an interesting contribution to the 
history of the Lane collection. He told of 
his visit to the Municipal Gallery a few 
days ago and of the emotions that it 
stirred in him, and he went on:— 

“I have taken the privilege of my years 
and digressed. I shall digress still 
further The English Government with- 
holds from us thirty-nine pictures, some 
of incomparable beauty, which Sir Hugh 
Lane left us in an unwitnessed codicil. A 
Royal Commission has decided that he 
intended that codicil to have the weight 
of law. Lady Gregory’s later years were 
embittered by attempts to persuade the 
British Government to give back those 
pictures. When she became too infirm to 
co from statesman to statesman, journalist 
to journalist, I took her place. Every- 
bodv admitted our rights and* that they 
could be met, but the pictures did not 


return Unfortunately, they are worth, 
perhaps, two hundred thousand pounds. 
‘Then King George the Fifth, who was : 


about to open certain new rooms in the 
Tate Gallery, had an impulse of 
generosity; he sent us word through a 
member of his household that he would 
not open those rooms while they contained 
the thirty-nine pictures. We let our

‘Mainly through the help of Dr 
MacCartan I was able to collect in 
America money enough to pay for the 
beautiful Gregory Medal, the principal 
award of the Academy, and for certain 
working expenses. Dr. MacCartan has 
himself paid for the O’Growney award, 
and I think we owe to his influence, 
with his friend, that generous Irishman, 
the Marquis Macdonald, the Casement 
award, These are the reasons why we 
entertain him at a banquet—but for him 
this Academy would not exist. 

“- 1 have a reason for gratitude of which 
you know nothing. A year ago Dr. 
Gogarty told me that Dr. MacCartan and 
certain wealthy Irish-Americans wished 
to show their appreciation of what 1 had 
done, or had tried to do. Thev knew, he 
said, that my wife and I had sufficient 
for our necessities, sufficient to educate 
our children and to place them in life; but 
they wished, he said, that I should have 
that something more which is precious to 
an old man 

“1 said that I accepted with gratitude, 
but that the gift must not be secret. Í 
must be permitted to tell my friends and 
associates. You are my friends and 
associates, and I tell you that I shall 
be given for the next few years 
enough money for dignity and ease.
